HOUSING  - 

During  the  year,  111  dwelling-houses  were  built  by  Barnstaple 
Corporation,  and  38  by  Private  Enterprise, 

3 houses  were  demolished,  and  2 closed  under  the  Housing  Acts. 


WATER  SUPPLIES  - 


The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  has,  again,  been  adequate  in 
quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality  throughout  the  year. 

The  water  is  supplied  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board.  The 

intake  is  from  two  sources  ; one  from  the  River  Yeo  at  a point  some 
5 roileo  from  the  town;  this  water  gravitates  to  the  Treatment  Works 
at  rilton,  where  it  is  first  filtered  through  sand  filter-beds,  and 
then  chlorinated.  The  otner  source  of  supply  is  from  the  Water 
Board’s  reservoir  at  Wistlandpound.  This  is  also  treated  by  filtra- 
tion and  chlorination. 


During  the  year,  80  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
e::amination . 79  were  satisfactory.

Protective  iinr.iurtization  and  vaccination  against  Diphtheria, 
^Yhooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Smallpox  and  Poliqc^elitis  are  undertaken 
by  the  General  Practitioners,  and  at  the  Infant  ’la'elfare  and  School 
Clinics.  There  are  3 Infant  Jelfare  Clinics  in  Barnstaple  : 
these  are  held  at  Alexandra  Road  Clinic  weekly,  and  at  Sticklepath 
and  Forches  Clinics  fortnightly. 


•fflALS  ON  ;/HEELS'  - 


This  service  is  still  run  by  the  W.V.3.  The  meals  are 
prepared  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Adult  Training  Centre  at  Hawley,  and 
the  number  of  meals  distributed  to  the  elderly  is  about  50  per.  week. 


CAitE  OF  THE  AGED  — 

ii/here  possible,  elderly  people  who  are  living  alone  are 
given  every  assistance  to  enable  them  to  remain  as  long  as  possible 
in  their  own  homes-  They  are  visited  by  Health  Visitors,  and, 
in  cases  of  ill-health,  by  the  District  Nurses.  The  W.V.S.  also 
visit  the  elderly  and  assist  by  doing  their  shopping,  etc. 

Two  "Darby  & Joan  Clubs"  exist  in  the  town,  one  in  the 
Pilton  district,  and  one  at  Newport.  Both  these  Clubs  are  run  by 
the  N.V.  S.',

A General  Practitioners'  liaternity  Unit  of  13  beds  is  situ- 
ated at  "Highfield  feternity  iiome"  ¥ictoria  Road,  Barnstaple. 

At  Bicclesconbe  Hospital,  Ilfracombe,  there  are  10  beds  for 
maternity  and  ante-natal  patients.  No  Barnstaple  Borough  births 
took  place  at  this  Hospital  during  the  year  1967* 

There  are  also  4 beds  for  maternity  cases  at  Braunton 
i»ursing  Home,  but,  again,  no  local  births  occurred  there  last  year. 


KOLATI&N  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  - 


There  is  an  Infectious  Diseases  Section  at  the  Kingsley 
Htspital,  Bideford,  which  serves  Barnstaple  as  well  as  other  Local 
Authorities  in  North  Devon. 

SltALLPOX 

LISKEARD  Smallpox  Hospital  is  the  "first-line"  reception 
hospital  for  any  Smallpox  cases  from  the  Counties  of  Devon  and 
Cornwall,  v/ith  LEE  KILL  Hospital  as  "second-line"  hospital. 

The  Plymouth  Ambulance  provides  transport  for  Smlipox  cases:

The  North  Devon  Infirmary,  situated  in  Barnstaple,  serves 
the  area,  and  provides  modern  medical  and  surgical  treatment  for  the  " 
residents  of  the  District.  There  are  II3  beds. 

Two  v/ards,  v/ith  a total  of  33  beds,  at  the  ilexandra  Hospital, 
Barnstaple,  are  set  aside  as  an  Annexe  to  the  North  Devon  Infirmary, 

and  post-operative  and  recovery  patients  are  transferred  there  as  soon 
as  possible. 

There  are  100  beds  for  the  chronic  sick  at  the  Alexandra 

Hospital.

I beg  to  subnvit  ray  17th  Annual  Report  on  the  work  done  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  past  year. 

The  Department  continued  to  refute  Parkinson's  Law,  and, 
jith  the  same  personnel,  operated  for  the  l6th  successive  year  in 
scenes  which  it  has  done  so  much  to  change  - for  the  better,  it  is 
believed. 


For  the  first  year  ever,  all  refuse  collection  \ms  able 
to  be  done  by  means  of  compressing  or  compacting  vehicles,  rear- 
loading and  almost  dustproof,  vehicles  which  require  Collectors 
merely  to  load  them  and  not  indulge  in  elaborate  dance  measures  to 
press  the  load  down  to  prevent  overflowing.  ' 

i . 

During  the  year,  the  Ministry's  ;/orking  Party  produced 
its  report  on  Refuse  Collection  in  England  8c  l/ales,  with  several 
sweeping  changes  recomr*ended , and  some  severe  criticism  of  eertsin 
common  practices.  It  is  reasonably  claimed  that  the  Borough's 
ox^n  service  Was  found  to  conform  pretty  well  .dth  what  is  expected, 
more  especially  in  type  of  vehicle  and  in  experiments  in  collect- 
ion. methods.  The  men  who  perform  the  service  so  ably  in  all  the 
vagaries  of  English  v/eather,  and  who  see  their  collection  rounds 
expanding  v/eekly,  have  probably  never  even  heard  of  Parkinson , for 
they  take  such  expansions  in  their  stride  (and  in  their  compressing 
vehicles)  quite  cheerfully.  Once  more,  I am  happy  to  praise  then 
for  providing  the  ratepayers  with  what  is,  surely,  one  of  their 
best  bargains  for  money. 

Refuse  disposal  continued  to  make  steady  progress  for  the 
Ikth  year  on  the  3evon  Brethren's  Bank,  v/here  further  factory 
development  follov/ed  the  raising  of  so  r.nny  acres.  From  pastwe" 
land  to  production-line  is  the  theme  here.  In  addition,  Barnstaple 
Fair  was,  for  the  first  time,  held  on  the  site  in  19^7 , to  fulfil 
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a forecast  first  nade  in  a sitular  Annual  Report  several  years 
ago,  and  the  Fairground,  when  the  revels  are  ended,  becomes  the 
largest  car  park  in  the  Borough.  Is  it  pertinent  here  to  pose 
the  question  that,  had  it  not  been  for  slum  clearance  and  refuse 
disposal , vjhere  the  Borough  would  have  found  its  many  car  parks  ? 
./here,  indeed  ! Before  leaving  refuse  disposal,  it  must  be  said 
that  it  is  the  most  improved  part  of  our  services  over  the  last 
decade.  It  was  a sorry  business  before  the  Health  Committee 
decided  to  mechanise,  in  advance  of  any  other  Local  Authority  in 
North  Devon.  Now,  apart  from  occasional  emissions  of  smoke  from 
compelled  fires,  it  is  hardly  noticed. 

There  ^vas  a slight  fall  - a dying  fall  (?)  - in  the 
number  of  anir.ials  slaughtered  and  inspected  at  the  Public  Abattoir 
in  Tuly  Street.  Even  so,  it  was  the  chief  claimant  of  our  time, 
and  its  throughput  would  have  satisfied  many  times  the  population 
cf  the  Borough.  That  strangers  shall  eat  the  fruits  of  your 
labours  is  always  true  of  those  districts  with  Public  Abattoirs, 
and  the  Borough's  contribution  to  the  "export"  trade  in  meat  over 
the  past  20  years  has  been  immense.  A new  Abattoir  is  now 
flanned  to,  replace  this  very  old  and  obsolete  building  whose  only 
advantage  for  years  now  has  been  its  nearness  to  the  Department's 
office,  but  whose  many  drawbacks  have  greatly  outweighed  that 
single  boon.  , 

, . > . , Mousing  inspections  during  the  year  were  largely  aimed 

at  improving  the  existing,  rather  than  razing  the  unfit  as  in 
earlier  years.  Such  visits  and  surveys  confirm  to  i^hat  a surpris- 
ing degree  has  the  fashion  of  ov/ner-occupation  spread  in  the 
Borough.  Indeed,  several  attempts  to  define  areas  of  older  houses 
where  improvements  could  be  enforced,  failed  because  present 
legislation  requires  a preponderence  in  such  areas  of  tenanted 
houses  not  up  to  modern  standards,  whereas  the  findings  were  of 
houses  largely  owner-occupied  that  had  already  been  greatly 
improved,  usually  without  recourse  to  grants. 

In  food  premises,  the  standard  continued  to  be  very  good. 
There  are,  it  is  painfully  true,  some  people  who  were  never 
jnterded  by  nature  to  be  food  handlers,  and  the  Borough  used  to 
have  a few  of  them  in  tusin''ss,  but  everyone  must  concede  that  the 
gen.w  li  standard  in  foedshops  in  e Borough  is  steadily 


improving.  There  is  always  (?)  that  enigma  called  Butchers' 

Row  with  which  Barnstaple  seems  to  enjoy  a love-hate  relationship, 
as  there  is  also  the  Pannier  I^lirket  which  is  not  universally 
respected.  Their  day  may  be  passing,  but  it  must  be  said  that 
the  Row,  at  least,  has  shared  largely  in  the  improvements 
mentioned  above. 

The  only  residential  caravan  site  in  the  Borough 
maintained  the  promises  made  at  its  conversion  some  years  ago.  It 
was  then  typical  of  the  Derby  it  lay  beside,  and  has  just  as 
remarkably  improved. 


Further  visits  to  offices  and  shops,  under  the  still 
fairly  recent  Act  v/hich  governs  them,  only  confirm,  with  offices 
especially,  that  the  conuiX)nly-held  picture  of  oppressed  toilers 
working  by  candlelight  in  fetid  dungeons  was  years  out  of  date, 
at  least  as  far  as  this  Borough  has  proved.  Conditions  were 
generally  very  satisfactory,  and  only  the  most  trifling  matters 
were  the  subject  of  informal  notices. 

As  in  previous  years,  soRie  time  was  given  up  to  speaking 
to,  and  arranging  visits  for,  groups  of  student  nurses,  senior 
pupils  at  local  schools,  and  other  bodies  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  Department. 

The  main  duties  performed  are  referred  to  in  greater 
detail  in  the  follov/ing  tables  and  sections  of  this  Report. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
CoEiiii ttee , and  to  all  Members  of  the  Council,  for  their  courtesy 
and  understanding,  to  all  other  Departments  for  their  ever-ready 
co-operation,  and,  of  course,  to  my  colleagues  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  continued  performance  in  complete  harmony.
